AS A BOOKMAN 


Visitors to Mount Vernon, if they j 
m ake the usual cursory tour of the ; 
house, come away with the belief 
th a t they have seen in the library 
the books of George Washington pre- 
vise I y as ho left them. 
If they later 
learn that these books are in many 
eases simply other copies of volumes 
Washington Is known tg have possess­ 
ed, they are deeply dlsajipoluted and 
wonder why tho Boston Antlionaeum 
should own and keep such a large 
number of the original books from 
Washington’s library* 
How many books did Washington 
really own, and how did he stand 
AS a bookman among men of his daj ? 
This was the question asked of Hr. 
H erbert Putnam, librarian of the li­ 
brary of congress by a representative 
of tho ti vision of information and 
publication of the George Washington 
bicentennial commission. 
/ ‘Ah, you must not expect we to 
give you fin offhand answer to a 
question of that Importance, said Dr. 
Putnam. 
“Of course Washington, wan of ac­ 
tion and affairs, was no such reader 
as Thomas Jefferson, and had no 
such collection of books as Jefferson’s 
library, now safe in tho library of 
congress- 
It 
is fortunate that we 
have preserved for us the consider­ 
able remnants of Washington’s col­ 
lection saved by a popular subscrip­ 
tion raised in Boston to prevent their 
being scattered.” 
Jn answer tp Hie Inquiry as to bow 
this aet ofVmieration came about, Hr. 
Putnam r< ferred the interviewer to a 
learned assistant who quickly placed 
him in tench with the authorities on 
the subject 
These* authorities snow now many 
volumes went to Boston, but it Is 
doubtful lf posterity will know ex­ 
actly how many volumes Washington 
did posses 
It is known that he lent 
books, and doubtless he had the luck 
of the lender. That is, many a liook 
borrowed was never returned. 
The 
curious may find on file in the Or­ 
phan's Court of Fairfax county, Vir­ 
ginia, the appraiser’s exact list of the 
Washington library as it was after 
his death and the probation of his 
will. 
But even these thousand or so 
titles repri sent bitt a part of tho 
books Washington is t nought to haw* 
owned, 
Volumes have l>een written on this 
question of Washington’s inclinations 
as a reader. Most of the authorities 
give themselves up to rhapsody and 
speculation. 
The one fact that is in­ 
disputable is that on the death of 
Justice Rn sh rod Washington, a mun 


ber of books belonging to the first 
president were bequeathed by him to 
his nephew, aud from that nephew 
were twilight by a Mr. Henrp Stevens 
of London, who meant to place them 
in the hands of the British Museum. 
There the Washington books might 
i now iw* hut that a group of Boston 
I patriots. nu mlH*rs o f the private li- 
1 I wary knew ii as the Boston Antke 
1 iiaeuin, et ebbed together and bought 
for SS,750 this collection from time 
to time. 
In c id e n tly It was this game Bos 
ton ingtifcm Jon which, in 1831, bought 
the most famed Stuart portarits of 
George 
and 
Martha 
Washington. 
These were acquired from tile family 
of the artist, for the sum of $1,500 
which stands recorded in the official 
records of the A thenaeum as “an ain 
surdly small sum as it now seems for 
these invadable pictures.” 
As every 
visitor to Boston knows, Gds pair of 
portaritft, perhaps the best known in 
the commy, has been lent by the 
Athenaeum 
authorities to the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts, so that they 
may lie scott by thousands of admirers 
every year, 
where otherwise 4hey 
would be visible only to tile users of 
a private library. 
Returning to the known books of 
Washington, just what did he read’. 
By the infallible test of the apprais­ 
ers’ list. he bought chiefly books of 
information. 
Naturally 
authorities 
on military science interested hip* 
Next in importance he seems to hav» 
rated books on agriculture aud h is* 
bandry. 
At the head of the apprais 
ors’ list stands the American Buoy- 
elopoedia of that period, in ten v 
limes. 
One volume with a title cnl- 
eulated to amuse the sophisticates of 
the present day is a “Royal Grammar 
for Young Gentlemen and Ladies.’’ 
Another striking title in the list is 
“Jeffries Aerial Voyages.” 
Washington read Shakespeare, and 
occasiona'iy quoted him. 
He read 
Homer’s Iliad and Odyssey in the 
Poix* translation. 
He owned the Let­ 
ters of Junius, Gibbons’ Decline and 
Fall of the Roman Empire, the Let 
tors of Voltaire, Chesterfield’s Let­ 
ters, Seneca’s Moral Essays and tho 
prose of Swift, Sterne and Addison. 
Fiction sqems to have entered very 
sparingly into Washington’s reading. 
To repent he read for information 
rather thin for entertainment. 
Nev- 
erthedess we find among his books 
Don Quixote, Gulliver’s Travels, Hud- 
ibms, Peregrine Pickle and a boo* 
called “Trie History of a Foundling” 
which sounds very much like “Tom 
I Jones.” 
Whatever Washington did read, he 
regard! books as of sufficient impor­ 
tance to w arrant the building of a 
wing to his bouse to serve as a li­ 
brary, and visitors to Mount Vernon 
come away with the opinion that it 
was the most interesting aud attrac­ 
tive room in the house.

June IL H ag Day, will this year 
direct the thoughts of every good 
American to Cie future as well as to 
the past 
The patriotic citizen will 
be 
reminded 
that 
June 
14, 
1931, 
marks tho 154th anniversary of the 
day when the continental congress 
{Missed the resolution officially estab­ 
lishing,^ as the emblem of the United 
States, a flag “of thirteen stripes al­ 
ternate r»d and white,” and “that 
the union be 13 stars white in a blue 
field rep* escoting a new constella­ 
tion.” 
But every patriot will also look for- 
word to next year, when H ag Day 
will take on a deeper meaning as one 
of the k jy days in the ten months’ 
nationw ide celebration of the two 
hundredth anniversary of the birth 
of George Washington. 
According to 
the plans of the United States George 
W ashington bicentennial commission, 
every American, in every state and 
city of the country, will then be en­ 
couraged to honor the flag with a iv 
preprint© ceremonies and with a new 
devotion, linked as it is with the life 
and labors of George Washington. 
Historians may regard as unsup­ 
ported by fact the story of Betsy 
Ross’ 
st*coning the 
first American 
flag, hut no one disputes the fact 
that the ’< geed has become part and 
parcel of American folklore. 
In any 
case it is known that W ashington had 
an intense personal interest in the 
creation cf a national flag, and may 
have had a part in its design- Aud no 
one disputes the fact that he accom­ 
plished mare than any other Ameri­ 
can in giving that flag a meaning and 
unfurling it over a strong and united 
nation. 
Iii 1932 it will be tile coun­ 
try’s privilege to render new honors 
to George Washington’s memory, and 
new loyalty to this immortal symbol 
of his greatness. 
Meanwhile, this year, it. is well to 
recall son.- of the great dates in the 
flag’s history. 
Its first display was 
by the continental army on August 3. 
1777, at Fort Stanwix, the present 
City of Rome, N. Y., during an at­ 
tack by the British. 
It was first 
carried h to battle by George W ash­ 
ington's 
troops at 
Brandywine on 
September ll, 1777. 
It was first sa­ 
luted by the British at the surrender 
of Burgoyne at Saratoga on October 
IT, 1777. 
For the navy. John Paul Jones took 
the first salute to the S tars and 
Stripes on February 14, 1778, when he 
sailed 
his ship “Ranger” into the 
harbor at Quiberon, France. 
In the 
same ship be forced the first striking 
of colors to our flag by the B ritish 
ship “Dra He.” on April 24, 1778. 
The 
ship 
“Bedford,” 
of 
Massachusetts, 
carried the first American flag into 
a B ritish port on February 3, 1783. 
It 
was first carried- around 
the 
world by the ship “Columbia,” sail­ 
ing from Boston in September, J 787. 
Captain John Greene, in tim “Em­ 
press of China,” had previously taken 
it to China in 1784. 
It was first flown in battle in the 
Pacific by the I . S. frigate “Essex,” 
in 
ISIS. 
The 
next year 
Francis 
Scott Key wrote the “Star Spangled 
Banner.” 
In ISIS congress decreed 
th at henceforth a new sta r should 
be added on the admission of each 
new state to the union; but, before 


I that, on January 13, 1794, after Ver- 
[ moat and Kentucky had been adm itt­ 
ed to the union, the stars and stripes 
were increased to fifteen. 
The 1818 
aet reduced the stripes to thirteen 
and decreed a new’ star for each new 
state, which made a jum p at once to 
twenty stars. 
On April 6, 1909, Admiral Peary 
planted che first American flag at 
the north pole. 
W ithin the last dec­ 
ade, Admiral Byrd has carried it to 
both {Kilos. 
Wheeever it has gone it has meant 
achievement and new honors to our 
nation. 
But next year Old Glory 
will flo at' over the achievements of 
the greatest American of all, the man 
who made both the flag and the na­ 
tion that flies it—George W ashing­ 
ton.
